TELEGRAPHS 


Service with Germany 


Effective immediately communication service is opened to and from the French Zone of 
occupancy and the U.S.S.R. Zone of occupancy in Germany. The service is available to and from 
civilians but only in. the Full Rate classification. Cipher language is not permitted. 

Registered or abbreviated addresses are not permitted unless authorized by the Allied 
Control Committee. 

Civilians in Germany are required to obtain authority from the occupation authorities to 
transmit outbound telegrams. The text of messages must not concern information relating to 
German property in foreign countries and must conform to the laws and regulations promul- 
gated by the Allied Control Authorities. 

In general terms, only the ascertainment of ‘acts or information may .be transmitted 
telegraphically. The rates presently applicable to Germany continue in force. 
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Hours for the Transaction of Telegraph Business at Corner Brook ; 


As from the 16th of December, the hours for the transaction of telegraph business at 
Corner Brook are from 8.30 a.m. to 9 p.m. daily except Sunday. 


Direct Service Established with Twillingate 


Direct communication between St. John’s and Twillingate was established on the 20th 
December. 


Teleprinter Service with Bonavista 


A Teleprinter circuit meas established and went into operation between St. John’s and 
Bonavista on the 20th December. 


Deadhead and Service Messages 


A recent survey having disclosed the fact that this system was being excessively and 
unnecessarily used, instructions in this connectiou were telegraphed to all offices which have 
already resulted in a marked decrease in the number of these messages handled. However it 
can and must be still further reduced and officials are again reminded that the system should 
only be used where the mail service cannot possibly serve the purpose, and are warned that if 
the unnecessary use of the system is persisted in, such messages shall be charged, at the regular 
telegram rate, against the oifending office. 


Routing Indicator on Telegrams 


Serious attention is again called to the importance of transmitting the routing indicators on 
telegrams for points outside Newfoundland. The Department has had frequent complaints that 
telegrams have been incorrectly routed and investigation in most case are shown that they have 
been due to the indicator having been omitted in transmission. Senders wishes must be carried 
out in this respect and, to prevent repetitions of this error, sending operators are directed to 
confirm the routing at the end of a message. Where no routing is specified, telegrams shall auto- 
matically be routed “Via Commercial’, which is the normal route.

x Inland Rates Printed Matter, Etc. 


The following rates apply to the following items of mail matter when mailed to addresses 

in Newfoundland or Newfoundland Labrador. 

(a) Newspapers and periodicals (except when mailed by the publisher): One cent for 
each four ounces or fraction thereof. 

(b) Printed matter (including pooks, pamphlets. occasional publications, circulars, calendars, 
catalogues, handbills, maps, paper patt: _ drawings, engravings, prints, photographs 
(when not on glass or in cases containing glass), sheet music etc.: One cent for each 
two ounces or fraction thereof. 

(c) Samples of goods and merchandise (limit of weight one pound): One cent for each 
two ounces or fraction thereof. 

(d) Greetings and Condolence cards (such as Christmas, New Year, Easter, Mother’s Day, 
Valentines etc.): Two cents for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

(e) Small packets (limit of weight in Inland Post 8 ounces): Two cents for each two 
ounces or fraction thereof. 


Air Mail Service to Poland 


Information has been received that the limitof .cight for Air Mail letters to Poland is two 
ounces. 


Service With Germany 


With further reference to the notice at page 173d of the Post Office Circular under the above 
caption it is now advised that the following services are available:— 

Letters: By air or surface means to 

(a) To whole of Germany: (1) Registered or unregistered letters, letter packets and post- 

cards; (2) unregistered commercial papers limit of weight 4 lbs.; (3) unregistered samples 

limit of weight 1 lb. (4) unregistered small packets, limit of weight 2 lbs. 

(b) To British and Américan Zones of Germany and British Sector of Berlin only: Unreg- 

istered printed paper packets, limit of weight + lbs. 

Parcels: (Gift parcels only). Items which may be enclosed in parcels are listed on page 

1738 of the Post Office Circular. These parcels must be clearly marked “Gift Parcel— 

unsolicited gift.” 


Parcel Post Services to Greece and the Dodecanese Islands 


Commercial as well as gift parcels may now be accepted for Greece (including Crete). 


Commercial parcels are, in general, subject to : n»ort restrictions and senders should be ad- 
vised to ascertain from the addressees, before despatcuing such parcels, whether an import per- 
mit is required and, if so, if it has been obtained tr... the authorities concerned. 

The normal export restrictions from this cci:try will apply—see Post Office Circular of 
the 31st. July, 1947, page 1715, under the caption ~Proaibited Articles for Export.” 

The Parcel Post service to the Dodecanese Islands has been restored and parcels may be 


accepted at the same rates of postage and under the same conditions as parcels for Greece.

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ACCOUNTING 
Special Allowance for Radio Licences Collections 


On account of the new system for keeping records of Radio Licences at Headquarters com-~ 
mencing the first period for 1948 all offices submitting claims for allowance for Radio Licences 
collected will give the name of the person to whom the Licence was issued in addition to the 
serial number of the Radio Licence. 


Discount to be Charged on Cheques 


Postmasters at outport offices when accepting cheques from the public should bear in mind 
the following instructions:— 

(1) All cheques drawn in favour of the Government are to be accepted at par, that is, without 

any deduction being made from the face value of the cheque. 

(2) Government cheques drawn in favour of individuals should also be accepted at par. 

(3) Cheques drawn in favour of individuals on branches of Banks in the Outports are subject to 
a discount of one tenth of 1% (minimum discount .10 cents, maximum $1.00). Only if the 
cheque is in excess of $100.00 will the discount bein excess of .10 cents, i.e., for all 
cheques of $100.00 or less the discount will be .10 cents. 

(4) Cheques drawn in favour of individuals on Headquarters Banks in St. John’s should be ac- 
cepted at par if the Postmaster is due to remit them direct to the Cashier, G.P.O., St. John’s, 
or the Bank of Montreal, St. John’s. If the cheque is due to be sent to the Bank of Montreal 
in Corner Brook or Grand Falls the same rate of discount should be charged by the Post- 
master as in (3) above. 

(5) Cheques drawn on Banks in Canada in favour of Newfoundland Government Departments 
are subject to a discount of one-eight of 1%. The minimum discount is .15 cents and in addi- 
tion the person from whom it is received must pay 3 cents for a postage stamp which 
should be affixed to the back of the cheque. If the cheque is for $100.00 or more a 5 cents 
postage stamp must be used. The 15 cents discount applies to cheques up to $120.00 in 
value. For cheques in excess of that value it is necessary to calculate the discount. 

(6) Cheques drawn on Banks in Canada in favour of individuals or firms are subject to a dis- 
count of 15 cents if the cheque is for $25.00 ocr under and 25 cents if it is for more than 
$25.00. A postage stamp of 3 or 5 cents should be affixed to the back of the cheque under 
the same conditions as indicated in (5). 

(7) Cheques drawn on Banks in the United States of America or any other country should 
not be accepted without the prior authority of the Chief Accountant. 


Money Grder Service to Pakistan 


Money Orders may be issued on Pakistan on the same conditions as apply to India. Such 
orders must not be given to sender but forwarded direct to the Chief Accountant G.P.O., St. 
John’s.

Destruction of Old Telegram Records 


The regulation requiring the dstruction of telegram records which are over two years old, 
is repeated for attention. 

Copies of telegrams, service and deadhead messages, delivery receipts, etc., which have served 
their purpose must be destroyed by being burned once a month. The records for two years must, 
however, be kept on hand in case it is required to refer to them. 
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No office should, therefore, have on hand any of the above telegram records dating beyond the 
31st. December, 1945. At the end of this month the records for the month of January 1946 should 
be destroyed, and so on for each month, always keeping on hand the records for two complete 
years immediately previous. 


Acceptance of Collect Telegrams for Government Departments 


Attention is again called to the instructions regarding the acceptance of COLLECT telegrams 
for Government Departments, which state that such telegrams must not, under any 
circumstances, be accepted, except from properly authorized officials.

fhe following regulations are taken from the “Rules for Discipline and Guidance of Civil 

Servants” and are republished for the benefit of those ofiticials who are apparently unaware of 

tne regulations:— 

1. When an officer is unable, from illness or any other cause, to attend duty he must inform his 
superior officer immediately. 

2. When illness extends beyond four days a certificate of a duly qualified medical practitioner 
must be furnished stating the nature of the of ficer’s illness and the probable date of resumption 
of duty. If the officer is unfit for duty at the expiration of the period indicated by such 
certificate, the certificate must be renewed. 

(Certiiicates are received without stating the nature of the illness and without giving the 
probable date of resumption of duty. Officials should request the medical practitioner to give 
this information on the certificate). 

3. The number of days for which pay may be given without a medical certificate may in no case 
exceed seven in any period of twelve months. 

4. In the case of prolonged absence through sickness, the extent to which such absence on full 
pay will be continued will depend on the circumstances of the case. The sole justification tor 
a long period of sick leave being that it will probably enable a public servant to return to duty 
at its conclusion, the Treasury reserves the right to exclude final sick leave from the calcula- 
tion of service for pension. 


MAILS 
Proper Packing of Parcels 


It has been reported by Mail Clerks and Post Offices that parcels are being received from 
various offices improperly packed. Postmasters must exercise the greatest possible care to see 
that all parcels accepted for transmission by parcel post, conform with the following regulations. 


1770 12th February, 1948 


(This applies with special force to parcels containing perishable or fragile articles). 


(1) All materials likely to melt or spill upon breakable must be so packed as to ensure that no 
grease or liquid will escape through the outer cover, should melting or breakage occur. 


(2) Fish, game, meat, etc., should be well packed and marked “Perishable.” 
(3) Butter, lard, grease and other liquifiable substance must be packed in strong, leak-proof 


cor-ainers. 


(4) Parcels containing goods likely to spoil within the time reasonably required for transporta- 
tion and delivery, must NOT be accepted for mailing. 


(5) Specimens of blood, sputum, etc., must be enclosed in a stoppered or screw covered glass 
container. This must be enclosed in an inner tin container together with sufficient absorbent 
material to absorb all the liquid contents in case of breakage, which in turn must be enclosed 
in an outer mailing case with a screw cover. This applies especially to packages to and from 
the Department of Public Health and Welfare. Persons, mailing such packages should be 
asked to fasten both top and bottom of the container with adhesive plaster or gummed paper. 


Advice of Reception Service and Enquiry Respecting Registered or 


Insured Items of Mails 


Your attention is again directed to the proper use of Advise of Reception Cards, and Enquiry 
Form 1411 in connection with registered or insured items of mail. 


If at the time of posting the sender of an inland item requests proof of delivery, an A.R. 
Card must be properly completed and a fee of five cents collected, stamps to that value must be 
affixed to the item mailed. 


If an A.R. Card is requested in connection with a foreign item, a fee of ten cents must be 
collected, stamps to the value must be affixed to the A.R. Card. 


If after a period has elapsed the sender in either case requests an enquiry to be made 
respecting an item of registered or insured mail, form 1411 must be used. No fee is necessary 
if the item under enquiry was accompanied by an A.R. Card at time of posting. If no A.R, Card 
was applied for at time of posting, and the sender requests proof of delivery, a fee of five cents 
must be collected and attached to form 1411. If the sender merely desires to know what disposal 
was made of the item, the enquiry can be made without the collection of a fee. 


DATE STAMPS TO BE KEPT CLEAN 


The quality of date stamping generally is poor. Examination of correspondence from time to 
time shows the date stamps as indistinct and neither the name of the office of posting nor the date 
on which it was posted _can be read. It is esssential that these particulars should be shown dis- 
tinctly on each item of mail. Postmasters will find that it will assist them in obtaining clear 
impression if they use the rubber stamping pads which were supplied to all ofvtices. If this pad 
is not in stock at your office it should be requisitioned from the Stores Department immediately. 
It is also noted that postage stamps are not properly defaced. . 


STORES 


Repeated instructions have been issued to the effect that store requisitions should show 
the form number of all stationery items. It is most important that this instruction be carried out. 
In future, unless this information is filled in on requisitions, the requisition may be returned for 
completion before items will be supplied.

TELEGRAPHS 


Change in Telephone Rentals 


On and from the lst October, 1947, the following charges will apply in respect of sub- 
scribers connected to exchanges with a capacity oz less than 100 subscribers:— 


1. For private lines $30.00 per year. 

2. For party lines $15.00 per year. 

3. The present rate of $10.00 per year will continue to apply to subscribers connected to 
grounded rural party line system although they may also terminate at the exchange in certain 
cases. 


Free Delivery of Telegrams 


The following regulation regarding the free delivery of telegrams is repeated for in- 
formation:— . 


“The limit of free delivery of telegrams is as follows: Where there is no Messenger telegrams 
shall b2 delivered by the Postmaster up to one mile. Where there is a Messenger the free de- 
livery shall be one and a half miles with the extension of this distance left to the discretion of the 
Postmaster. Beyond these limits a telegram becomes liable to special delivery. Under certain 
circumstances a telegram may be delivered by a trustworthy chance or a request should be sent 
by chance to the addressee to call and take delivery. 

When a telegram is received for an addressee outside the delivery limit and no immediate 
possibility of free delivery presents itself, the of tice of origin should be notified of non-delivery 
and of the cost of delivering by special Messenger. 

“In every case confirmation of delivery must be obtained.”

Renewed attention is drawn to the instructions regarding the addressing of telegrams 
accepied for the above named points which have been frequently published in previous Post 
Office Circulars. The full and complete address is required in order to assist the Department in 
effecting deliveries otherwise telegrams must be accepted at senders risk and telegrams should 
be so endorsed. Senders should also be informed that in most cases even though a full address 
is carried it is practically impossible to make perscnal deliveries. Claims for’refundment of char 
ges in respect of telegrams that do not carry a full address will not be considered.

Examination of Telegrams for Evidence of Ttansmission 


Owing to failures in the transmission of telegrams it is found necessary to repeat the re- 
gulation governing the examination of telegrams for evidence o% transmission, etc., and strict 
attention is again called to these regulations, particularly to the following extracts: 

1. At regular intervals (hourly if possible) the “sent” iiles should be inspected to ascertain if all 
telegrams sent since last inspection bear proper evidence of transmission. : 

2. The numbers on telegrams sent and received are to be examined to see that none are missing 
and that any errors discovered are corrected. 

3. Numbers are to be compared daily between offices at closing. 

4. If through any unavoidable cause numbers cannot be exchanged on the date of transmission 
comparison must be made on the following morning.

Direct Parcel Post to Great Britain 


Effective immediately the sending of Parcel Post to Great Britain through Canada will be 
discontinued. In future all parcels for Great Britain will be sent direct to Liverpool from St.

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Mail Without Postage Stamps Received from Other Countries 


Provision is made in the Universal Postal Union Air Mail Convention for the indication 
o® prepayment of postage on air correspondence by means of an endorsement reading “Taxe 
percue”, and an indication of the amount paid in currency of the country of origin, provided it 
is supported by an impression of the date stamp of the office of mailing. 


The endorsement indicating prepayment may take the form “Port Paye”, “T.P., “P.P.” and 
has been observed in the language of the country of origin, e.g. Austria indicated as a word 
“Bezahlt” or “Gebuhr Bezahlt.” 


Unless they are marked for the collection of deficient postage such articles are to be 
delivered as addressed without change. 


Correction Air-Mail Rates—Ready Reckoner 


The rate of air mail postage to Canada on an item exceeding four ounces and not exceed- 
ing four and one half ounces is sixty-three cents not eighty-three as shown on page 1768 of the 
Post Office Circular of the 29th January 1948. ee ar:

Newfoundland Government Bulletin

All Postmasters should, upon receipt of the Government Bulletin, make a list of those 
which are undeliverable showing after each name the reason why the items cannot be delivered. 
This list should be forwarded to the Public Relations Officer, Commission of Government, St. 
John’s, Newfoundland. A copy should be kept on file at the Post Office concerned and another 
copy sent to the Chief Inspector, Department of Posts and Telegraphs, St. John’s. 


This notice was published in the Post Office Circular on the 13th March 1947 but many 
offices have failed to respond. A new mailing list is now being prepared and it is hoped that, 
with the co-operation of all Postmasters, this list will be up to date and will not contain names 
of persons who are deceased, unknown or have left the Settlement. 


ACCOUNTING

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Radio Licences 


There appears to be some doubt in the minds of Postmasters as to whether a person who 
operates more than one radio must obtain a licence for each. 

Actually under the Radio Telegraph Act it is a Radio Receiving Station that is licenced 
and not the radio itself, and a station may consist of one or more radios provided they are 
located on the same premises. 

For example, a person may have one or more radios in his residence but only one licence is 
required. But if the same person has a radio or radios in his office, car or boat a separate 
licence is required in each case. 

Also, if there are two or more “#amilies in the same residence each must have a licence. 
Similarly a licence issued to a person does not cover a radio owned by a son or daughter, etc., of 
that person. 


Radio Licences will, in future, be issued in accordance with the above, regardless of 
any previous instructions. 


C.0.D. Service 


Gummed stickers, Form 1439, with C.O.D. printed in large letters are being supplied to 
all o*fices which despatch C.O.D. packets. 


This sticker must be affixed by the sender to the address side of all C.O.D. packets and 
the C.O.D. number written plainly in the space provided on the sticker. Postmasters and 
Counter Clerks must see that this sticker is affixed and the C.O.D. number entered thereon be- 
fore the packet is put in the mails. 


The purpose of this sticker is to render the packet more conspicuous and to enable the 
office of delivery to recognize a C.O.D. packet even though the C.O.D. tag (Part D) has become 
lost in the mails. 


Postmasters must carefully examine all incoming mails to ascertain if a C.O.D. packet is 
contained therein. If a packet should be #ound with the C.O.D. sticker affixed and no tag (part 
D) attached, the packet must not be delivered until the particulars of collections, etc., have been 
obtained from the office of posting or from Part B of the tag. 


Any office which has not received a supply of these stickers may obtain them by re- 
quisitioning from Stores.

Free Delivery of Telegrams 


The limit of free delivery of telegrams is as follows: Where there is no Messenger telegrams 
shall be delivered by the Postmaster within a radius of one mile from the office. Where there 
is a Messenger the free delivery shall be within a radius of one and a half miles with the 
extension of this distance left to the discretion of the Postmaster. Beyond these limits a telegram 
becomes liable to special delivery. Under certain circumstances a telegram may be delivered 
to a trustworthy chance or a request should be sent by chance to the addressee to call and take 
delivery. 

When a telegram is received for an addressee living outside the free delivery limit and no 
immediate possibility of free delivery presents itself, the office of ‘origin should be notitied of 
non delivery promptly and of the cost of delivering by Special Messenger. ' 

In every case confirmation of delivery must be obtained.

mnguiries on Items of Mail 


It has been observed that many officials disregard. the instructions on Form 1411 in 
respect of proof of delivery of a registered or insured item of mail. For the information of these 
ofiicials the instructions are repeated:— 


“Should the sender of an item require proof of delivery he should be given an A.R. Card 
and asked to write his name and address on the face of it. A fee of five cents must then be 
coliected and a stamp to that amount affixed to this form in the space provided. The Stamp 
should be cancelled with a clear impression of the office date stamp. No “fee need be collected 
if an A.R. Card was prepared at the time of posting.”

Should any bank note be received which is torn the parts 
should be repaired with mending tape or adhesive paper before forwarding to the Cashier.

In this connection, therefore, it must be borne in mind by operator’s that the speed of trans- 
mission must be regulated to suit the ability of receiving operators; and the latter should 
“break” or request repetition when there is the slightest doubt of the correctness of a word or

Suspension of Postal Service to Palestine 


Effective immediately all mail services by surface route to Palestine are suspended. 
AIR MAIL SERVICE WILL BE CONTINUED FOR THE PRESENT, BUT AIR MAIL CORRES- 
PONDENCE MAY NOT BE REGISTERED. 


It should be noted that mail inGugins Rit parcels may still be sent to members of British 
Armed Forces in Palestine. 
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Postmasters must bring the above notice to the attention of the public. 


Assorting Mails at Distribution Points 


Postmasters at Offices which serve as distribution points should note that on the arrival 
of a mail which has to be re-assorted they should deal with that portion which is due for onward 
conveyance by waiting Couriers before they attend to the assorting and delivery of the mail of 
their own settlement. 


It is essential that there should be the minimum of delay between the arrival of the mail 
and the despatch of the connecting Courier Services. An avoidable delay of only one hour in 
despatching a Courier may cause serious dislocation throughout the whole of that service com~ 
pared with which the delay of an hour in delivering the mail to the public at the distribution 
point is of relatively small importance. 


Return of Stores Equipment 


Under date of April 5th a Circular Letter was forwarded to all Postmasters by the 
Controller of Stores, requesting certain information regarding Post Office boxes. These officials 
who have not yet done so are requested to fill in the desired particulars and return the letter 
promptly. 

On the same date a further letter was distributed requesting Postmasters to return to the 
Stores, any unused Post Office Box Locks, spare Keys or other parts. The attention of officials 
is drawn to this instruction.

Telegraph Money Orders 


Renewed attention is again called to the procedure of issuing and paying of Telegraph 
Money Orders, 


ISSUING: 


1, The sender must prepare a telegram of advice to the payee stating the amount and what is 
required and pass to the Postmaster for transmission. 

2. The Postmaster will then, in addition, prepare and transmit a telegram to the Postmaster at 
the paying office. 

3. The sender must pay the regular charge for his telegram of advice and an additional 10 
cents for the message sent by the Postmaster to the paying office. 


TRANSMISSION 
Both the sender’s telegram of advice and the message to the Postmaster at the paying office 
must be transmitted as soon as possible after acceptance and the Postmaster at the paying 
office must check to ensure that both messages are received at his office at the same time. 
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CHECKING: 


The telegram of advice from the sender to the payee must be checked and charged for at the 
rates for ordinary telegrams. 


2. The telegram from the issuing Postmaster to the paying Postmaster should be checked as 
an ordinary telegram with the indicator “G.R.N.” immediately following the number of 
words. 

8. Postmasters at Head and Sub-Repeating Offices should hold any telegram of advice to the 
payee or the Postmaster, if one or the other has not been received from the office of origin and 
send a service message later the same day to the remitting office drawing attention to the 
non-receipt of one or the other of the two telegrams. 

PAYING: 


1. The payee must hand over to the Postmaster the telegram of advice received from the re- 
mitter betore any Telegraphed Money Order is paid. 


2. The Postmaster at the paying office will compare both messages to ensure that the amount 
stated on the payee’s message is the same as on that to the Postmaster. 


3. Should the words or figures in the Postmaster’s copy disagree with the amount shown on the 


payee’s message, no payment must be made. The Payee should be informed that the amount 
cannot be paid until the correct amount is ascertained. 


4. The Postmaster should immediately service the issuing office asking for confirmation of the 
correct amount of the order and notify the payee when confirmation is received.

The same rules as to identification, etc., apply to the payment of Telegraphed Money Orders 
as in case of ordinary Money Orders. 


6. The Message of Advice when compared with the Postmaster’s copy should not be retained 
by the Paying Office but should be date stamped and initialled by the paying Clerk and 
returned to the payee. 


It has been noted that in certain cases the remitter’s telegram has been signed with the 


christian name only. It is important that the signature to the remitter’s telegram be exactly the 
same as the name of the remitter given in the telegram of advice.

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When a telegram cannot be delivered by the usual Messenger service or where it is 
addressed to a point without telegraph connection the terminal telegraph office: should send a 
notice to the office of origin stating that it is undelivered and adding such information as would 
enable the sender to decide if he will have it delivered by special messenger, a non-delivery 
notice should be in the following form: 


a yours (date) John Smith, Cabot Cove, undelivered, party lives five miles 


from Office. Expressage one dollar, otherwise go by mail Saturday. 


(Expressage is the telegraph term used for special delivery). -“

Small Packets 


The attention o* Postmasters is again directed to the Small Pocket Service Instructions 
given on page 1729 of the Post Office Circular. 

A check of the mail has shown that many items of mail matter under 2 lbs. which could 
be sent to the United States as a Foreign Small Packet is being accepted as a parcel. It is import- 
ant that all items of mail matter which may be sent at the small packet rate to foreign .countries 
which admit the Small Packet Service be prepared as outlined in the last paragraph of the in- 
structions mentioned above. 

It is also important to note that small packets may not be sent to Canada. They may not 
be insured but they may be registered. 


Interference with Postage Stamps Affixed to Mail Matter 


Attention of all oficials is drawn to Section 77 of Chapter 35 of the Consolidated Statutes 
o“ Newoundland 1916, entitled, “Of the Postal and Telegraph Services which reads as follows:— 


“Bveryone who with fraudulent intent removes from any letter, newspaper, or other mail- 
able matter sent by post, any postage stamp which has been affixed thereon, or wilfully, with 
intent aforesaid, removes from any postage stamp or post card, post band or wrapper which has 
been peviously used, any mark which has been made thereon at any Post Office is guilty of a 
misdemeanor and liable to imprisonment for a term not exceeding three years.” 


All officials should bear in mind that removal of postage stamps from a letter for sale or 
an addition to a postage stamp collection constitutes a breach of this section, and that an of- 
fical found tampering with items in this manner will be prosecuted. 
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Postal Services to Germany 


Commercial papers, samples and small packets for the whole of Germany may now be 
accepted for registration. 

Printed papers, including books, newspapers and periodicals, the transmission of which is 
still restricted to the British and American Zones of Germany and the British sector of Berlin, 
cannot however be registered.

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Date-Stamping of Mail Matter 


Attention is drawn to the need for a good standard of date-stamping. The postmark or 
cancellation mark must be so impressed on the postage stamps that they cannot be used again, 


it is necessary not only that the impression of every official stamp should be legible but that it 
should be perfect in every particular. 


To these ends:— 
(1) Hand stamps should be manipulated with proper care and skill. 
(2) Overlapping impressions should be avoided. 
(3) Dies should be kept clean and inking pads properly moistened. 
(4) The appropriate black stamping ink should be used. 


(5) Steel rather than rubber stamps should be used whenever appropriate. All suitable long and 
short letters, etc., should be stamped either by stamp cancelling machine or steel hand 
stamp. Counter officers should use the steel date stamp for stamping all registered letters 
except those where there is a risk of damage to the contents. 


Neglect of these instructions brings the Post Office into disrepute and may lead to serious 
loss of revenue.

Postmasters are reminded that Radio Licences must be countersigned by hand; in no case 
must a rubber stamp or typewriter be used. 


To ensure a clear and readable copy it is again suggested that an indelible pencil be used 
instead of ink.

iffective lst May, 1948 the mail Bog Report Ferm No. 1332 will no longer be prepared 
by Postmasters for submission to the Chief Inspectcr. Stocks of these forms on hand should 
be destroyed. 


It must be understood that with the abolition of this form Postmasteres are not relieved 


of their responsibility to return’empty mail bags to Si. Jchn’s, G.P.O. Postmasters must not 
told empties on hand in excess of their normal requirements. 


Treatment of Empty Mail Bags at Post Offices, D.F. 1219 


Despite repeated instructions in this connection many compaints are received relative ta 
the treatment of empty mail bags at a number of Post Offices throughout Newfoundland. The 
most frequent causes of complaint are:— 


(a) Many Postmasters neglect to ensure, by turning them inside out, that mail bags are 
properly emptied. 


(b) Bag labels are not removed. 


(c) Empty bags are not despatched at proper intervals. z 


(d) Items of mail are enclosed in the same bag as empties. ! 


It is essential fcr the efficient operation of the service that mail bags be properly emptied. 
and that when empty they be made available for further circulation without delay and in 
accordance with the procedure laid down for their handling. 


The following instructions must be rigidly observed:— 


1. EMPTYING MAIL BAGS: When a bag of mail has been opened and the contents emptied 
on to the sorting table it must immediately be turned inside out to ensure that no items 
of mail remain in it. 


2. REMOVAL OF LABEL: Before the empty bag is »ut away the label must be removed. 


3. FOLDING AND STORING: When the bag nas been emptied and the label removed it must 


be turned right side out, folded neatly in four and placed in a convenient place to await reuse 
OS PeSrwy eas 
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4. FREQUENCY OF RETURN: Postmasters at Offices served by Coastal Steamers and courier 
routes must return, by every inward mail, all empty mail bags on hand except those needed 
for the despatch of mails. Postmasters at Offices served by the Railway must return empty 
bags at least once a week and, where there is an accumulation, more frequently. Ten empty 
bags is considered as an accumulation. 


OTE:—Offices along the main line of Railway must, in so far as possible, despatch empty 
mail bags by “LOCAL” rather than “FOREIGN” express trains. 


5. MAKE UP: Empty mail bags should, where there are a sufficient number, be made up in 
units of ten, that is nine empty bags enclosed in one covering bag. Extreme care must be 
taken to ensure that no mail matter is included with empty bags. The covering bag must 
labelled “EMPTIES”. A despatch of empties must not be withheld because there are less 
than ten bags to be returned. 


6. CONVEYANCE BY COURIERS, ETC.: The Department’s contracts with the Newfcundland 
Railway and ccuriers provides for the conveyance of all mails offering. Empty mail bags 
being returned for reuse are included in such mails and must be carried in same manner as 

other mails. Should any Postmaster experience difficulty in having a courier accept empties 
with the other mails ‘the should draw the attention of the party concerned to these instruc- 
tions. Should any further difficulty be experienced the matter must be reported to the 
Secretary by mail. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS, D.F. 3131 


Ii_has come to notice that officials at Government owned buildings have, in certain cases, 
used sterm sashes, provided for these buildings, for the purpose of covering hotbeds.

PRECAUTIONARY MEASURES FOR POSTMASTERS 


There is a tendency during the summer season for Postmasters to exercise less vigilance in 
the protection of their premises with the result that robberies and thefts are sometimes committed 
which might be avoided with a little extra care. 

Postmasters will, therefore, please carefully observe the following instructions:— 


1. Doors and windows of Post Office premises should be carefully locked and bolted at night. 


2. Post Office valuables must be given maximum protection at all times, but particularly after 
the office is closed for the day. 


3. Attention is particularly directed to the fact that if investigation following a robbery discloses 
that sufficient protection was not accorded Post Office values, either through carelessness or 
indifference, the Postmaster will be required to make good any loss involved. 


4. In all cases where a robbery has been committed the Postmaster should immediately report it 
by wire to Head Office and notify the police.

Despatch of Registered and Insured Items of Mail, D.F. 1506 


It would appear that a number of Postmasters are not familiar with the proper method of 
despatching registered and insured items of mail. R.P.O’s and distributing Post Offices report 
that such items are frequently received without having been listed on the letter bill and 
improperly prepared for despatch. For the additional fee paid by the sender in respect of a 
registered or insured item, the Department undertakes to accord special treatment to the item 
and to compensate the sender, within prescribed limits, in the event of its loss. It is essential, 
therefore, that such items be handled properly in every respect. 


The following instructions must be strictly adhered to:— 


1. Sorting: When a despatch of mail is due to be made registered and insured items must be 
collected and sorted separately from ordinary mail as follows:— 


(a) Registers: Registered items must first be sorted for the R.P.O.s and Post Offices to which 
the office concerned makes a regular direct despatch of mail. Each division must then be 
examined to ascertain whether or not there are five or more registered items due to be 
delivered from the same office (except St. John’s). Ii so these must be put in a separate 
bundle. 


(b) Insured Parcels: Insured parcels must be sorted for the R.P.O.s and Post Offices to which 
the office concerned makes a regular direct despatch. 


2. Listing: When all items have been sorted as in (1) above they must be listed as follows:— 


(a) Five or more registers for same Post Office: When there are five or more registers for 
the same Post Office, other than St. John’s, these must be listed in the Manifold Register 
Book (Form 1259). These items together with two copies of the list must be enclosed in 
a large ‘“Newfoundland P.O. Registered Package’ envelope which must be addressed to 
the Post Office concerned and registered. 


(b) Regular Despatch: When bulks o? registers for the same Post Office have been prepared 
as in (a) above other registered and Insured items for the despatch due to be made, 
including the registered package, must be listed on the Letter Bill (Form 1267). The 
Letter Bill must in all cases show the mail number, the name of the despatching Post 
Office, the name of the R.P.O. or other office to which the despatch is being made and 
the date of the despatch. The numbers of all registered and insured items listed on the 
Letter Bill must be written also on the acknowledgement. Letter Bills must be prepared 


in duplicate. All registered and insured items for St. John’s must be included separately in- 
the regular despatch. 


NOTE:—Registered Packages as in (a) above must themselves be listed on the Letter 
Bill but items enclosed in them, being already listed on the forms enclosed with 
them, must not be shown separately on the Letter Bill. 


3. Checking: When all registered and insured items have been listed the lists must be checkcad 
against copies of receipts or the Registered Record Book, as the case may be, to ensure that 
all items due for despatch have been included in the despatch. The items must then b- 
checked against the lists to ensure that none are missing. 


4. Make-Up: The Letter Bill and all registered and insured items which are not too large must 
then be enclosed in a Registered Package Envelope. This package must be addressed to the 
R.P.O. or Post Office to which it is being despatched but must NOT be registered. This re- 
gistered package must then be tied to packages prepared as in 2 (a) above and to all registered 
and insured items which were too large to enclose in the registered package. This may be 
done by running the string around the registered package through the string around the large 
items concerned. All items must then be placed together in the same bag.

If the size of the items is such that it is impossible to enclose them all in the same bag,. 
a second bag may be used but all must be listed on the same Letter Bill which must be en- 
dorsed”’ Insured items in second bag.” -

If it is not possible to list all the items on one Letter Bill a second may be used. This 
must be headed “Page 2” and must be attached to the first bill. It must bear the same date, 


number, etc., as the first. All the numbers must be listed on the Acknowledgment portion of 
the first Letter Bill. 


5. Nil Bills: A numbered Letter Bill must accompany every despatch. If no registered or in- 
sured items are included in the despatch the Letter Bill must be marked “NIL.” 


6. Specially Important Points: 


The following points are of special importance:— 
(a) All registers and all insured items must be listed. 


(b) All registered and all insured items must, if possible, be tied together and enclosed in the 
same bag. 


(c) If a second bag is necessary this must be shown on the. Letter Bill. 


(d) If no registered or Insured items are included a “NIL” Bill must be enclosed.

Routing Indicator on Telegrams for Points Outside the Country 


Serious attention is again called to the importance of transmitting the routing indicators on 
telegrams for points outside Newfoundland. The Department has had frequent complaints that 
telegrams have been incorrecly routed and investigation in most cases has shown that they have 
been due to the indicator having been omitted in transmission. Senders wishes must be carried 
out in this respect and, to prevent repetitions of this error, sending operators are directed to con— 
firm the routing at the end of a message. Where no routing is specified, telegrams shall auto— 
matically be routed “Via Commercial,” which is the normal route. 


Deadhead and Service Messages 


A survey discloses the fact that this system is still being excessively and unnecessarily 
used. Officials are again reminded that the system should only be used where the mail service 
cannot possibly serve the purpose, and are warned that if the unnecessary use of the system is 
persisted in, such messages shall be charged at the regular telegram rate against the offending 
office. 


POST OFFICE. 
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TITURSDAY, 3rd JUNE, 1948 


This Supplement of the Post Office Circular brings to the notice of all officials important 
regulations, which should be carefully read and referred to from time to time. 


INSURED PARCELS, D.F. 1015 


It has been noted that many Postmasters are accepting watches and other valuable jewelry 
for insurance for addresses outside Newfoundland. This is contrary to regulations. Postmasters 


are again reminded that the undermentioned articles are not accepted dor insurance and in- 
demnity for loss and damage will not be given. 


(a) Inland Post:—Money Packets, bank notes, coin, bullion, gold dust, gold scrap, jewel- 
lers filings, unmounted precious stones, bonds and coupons payable to bearer, stocks and other 
securities negotiable by bearer. Such packets should be prepaid at letter rate and registerd. 


(b) Foreign Post:— 


(i) Money Packets, bank notes, coin, bullion, gold dust, bonds and coupons payable to 
bearer, stocks and other securities negotiable by bearer. 


(ii) All articles of gold or other precious metal for personal use, such as cigarette holders, 
cigarette cases and lighters, vanity cases, card cases lorgnettes mesh bags, watches, etc. 


(iii) All articles commonly known as jewelry used for personal adornment, such as rings, 
brooches, tie-pins, chains, cuff-links, dress sets, fobs, bracelets, lockets, necklaces, etc. 


(iv) Precious stones, mounted or unmounted. 
(v) Fountain pens, Eversharp or similar pencils. 
(vi) Gold scrap, jeweller’s filings. 


For their own protection senders should be advised to prepay packets containing such pro- 
hibited articles at letter rate and register them.

INSURANCE OF C.O.D. ITEMS, D.F. 1016 a 


Postmasters are again reminded that all C O.D. items must be insured and that the amount 
for which they are to be insured must be written on the C.O.D. tag in the appropriate places he- 
fore the items are accepted for mailing. 


The amount for which a C.O.D. item is insured may NOT be LESS than the amount to be 
collected. If the value of the contents exceeds the amount to be collected senders would be well 
advised to insure the item for the full value provided, of course, that this does not exceed the 
limit 0“ insurance alowed ($50.00). In addition to ordinary postage both C.O.D. and Insurance 
fees must be prepaid by means of postage stamps affixed to the cover of a C.O.D. item. For 
example a jeweller returning to a Customer, C.O.D., a watch worth thirty dollars ($30.00), on 
which he has effected repairs to the value of five dollars ($5.00) will wish to have five dollars 
($5.00) collected upon delivery. In order, however, to protect both himself and his client he may, 
if he desires, insure the item for thirty-five dollars ($35.00) so that in the event of loss both he 
and his customer would receive full value. The charges in this case would be thirty-eight cents 
as follows:— 
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If the sender does not wish additional insurance he MUST insure for five dollars $5.00) 
in which case the fee would be eighteen cents as follows:—

ADEQUATE SUPPLIES OF POSTAGE STAMPS, D.F. 4023 


It has been brought to notice that, despite repeated instructions many Postmasters neglect 
to keep adequate stocks of postage stamps on hand with the result that letters and other items are 
frequently received by the R.P.O’s and distribution Post Offices with no postage stamps affixed. 
In some cases such items of mail are accompanied by cash to prepay the postage and in others they 
are endorsed postage paid and are not accompanied by cash. 


The failure of Postmasters to maintain their Postage Stamp stocks at proper levels causes 
inconvenience to the public and gives rise to additional and unnecessary work at the Post Office 
concerned, or the R.P.O. or at the distributing Post Office and at Head Office. 


Postmasters must order postage stamps at proper intervals. Where mails are received and 
despatched once weekly or more frequently postage stamps must be ordered as soon as one half 
of the credit stock has been sold. Where mails are received and despatched less frequently than 
once weekly Postage Stamps must be ordered by every mail. The value of Postage Stamps order— 
ed must in every case equal (to the nearest dollar) the value of postage stamps sold:since the last 
order was placed. 


Should any Postmaster feel that his postage stamp credit is too low the must bring the 
matter to the attention of the first Inspector or Disrict Head Postmaster to visit his office. The 
Inspector will look into the matter, advise the Postmasier as to the best method of keeping supplies 
on hand and recommend the appropriate credit for the Post Office concerned. 


If, despite all precautions, a Postmaster finds that his stock of Postage Stamps has become 
exhausted he must collect, from posters, cash to cover the postage on all items tendered for 
posting. Each item must be carefully date stamped and endorsed and initialed by the Postmaster 
in the upper right hand corner as follows:— 


“Postage Paid,

Cash so collected must be taken to debit in the Postage Stamp Account Book and on the next 
Report to Head Oftice as “Postage Collected in Cash” and remitted to the Cashier at the end of 
the accounting term in which it was collected. Post Offices which do not account to Head Office 
for Postage Stamps must remit such monies to their accounting office by the same mail as the 
items concerned are despatched. R.P.O’s and distributing Post Offices will report to the Chief 
Accountant the number of letters and other items received by them without Postage Stamps en- 
dorsed “Postage Paid” and the amount of postage due thereon. Letters with no Postage Stamp 
affixed which have not been endorsed “Postage Paid” will be presumed to have been posted 
without prepayment and will be taxed double the postage due to have been paid at time of posting. 
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USE OF PROPER DENOMINATIONS OF POSTAGE STAMPS, 
D.F. 4023 


It has come to Notice that many Postmasters fail to keep in stock, or neglect to make proper 
use 02, the higher denominations of Postage Stamps. or example a parcel was recently observed 
with ninety one cent stamps affixed to it 


The higher denominations of postage stamps are supplied for the express purpose of pre- 
paying postage on parcels, air-mail items and heavy items sent by letter post. Failure to use them 
results in too large a portion of the face of the item concerned being covered by stamps and makes 
it difficult to check postage. 


Postmasters must, in so far as their postage stamp credit permits, maintain adequate stocks 
of the higher denominations of stamps. 


ENQUIRIES AND COMPLAINTS RELATIVE TO ITEMS OF MAIL, 
D.F. 1600 


Despite the instructions printed on the enquiry forms and those issued from time to time 
through the Post Office Circular many Postmasters fail to properly prepare enquiries for for- 
warding to the Chief Inspector. 


It is essential that in all cases every question on the form concerned, which is required to 
be answered by the person making the enquiry, and the Postmaster through which it is made, be 
answered fully. 


In the case of a Registered or Insured iten the following points must be borne in mind; 


1. If the sender makes enquiry in respect of an item which was, when despatched, accom- 
panied by an A.R. Card, Form 1411 must be prepared, a second A.R. Card must be prepared and 
both sent to the Chief Inspector. It must be shown on Form 1411 that the item concerned was 
accompanied by an A.R. Card. No fee need be collected. 


2. If the sender makes enquiry in respect of an item which was NOT originally accom- 
panied by an A.R. Card and DESIRES PROOF OF DELIVERY, Form 1411 must be prepared, an 
AR. Card must be prepared, a fee of five cents must be collected from the sender and a postage 
stamp to that amount affixed to the Form 1411 in the space provided for that purpose. Both Form 
1411 and the A.R. Card must be sent to the Chief Inspector. THIS IS THE ONLY CASE IN 
WHICH A FEE IS COLLECTED IN RESPECT OF AN ENQUIRY. 


3. If the sender makes enquiry in respect of an item which was not originally accompanied 
by an A.R. Card and requires merely to be advised as to the disposal of the item rather than 
wishing proof of delivery, Form 1411 must be prepared and sent to the Chief Inspector. An A.R. 
Card must not be prepared. NO fee must be collected. 


4. If the addressee makes enquiry Form 1411 must be prepared and sent to the Chief 
Inspector. An A.R. Card must not be prepared. NO fee must be collected. 


Postmasters should study the instructions appearing on page 1614 of the Post Office 
Circular of 16th August, 1946, and page 1674 of the Post Office Circular of the 13th March, 1947, 
as well as reminders on page 1770 of the Post Office Circular of 12th February, 1948, and page 
1786 of the Post Office Circular of 8th April, 1948. 
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TREATMENT OF INSUFFICIENTLY PREPAID ITEMS OF MAIL, 
D.F. 1704 


It would appear that some Postmasters are not familiar with the proper methods of dealing 
with unpaid or insufficiently prepaid letters and other items of mail. Detailed instructions in 
this connection are contained in the Post Office Guide, a copy of which will, shortly, be supplied 
to all Post Offices. In the meantime the svollowing instructions must be adhered to:— 


1. ORDINARY LETTERS: Ordinary letters on which no postage has been prepaid or on 
which only part of the appropriate postage has been prepaid must be sent forward by surface 
means, taxed double the amount of the deficient postage. 


2. AIRMAIL LETTERS: Airmail letters which are insufficiently prepaid may, if the sender 
is known and can be conveniently contacted, be held and the sender advised as to the correct 
amount of postage due. If the sender pays the additional postage, stamps must be affixed and 
the item sent forward by airmail. If the sender is not known or cannot be contacted or if he 
re‘uses to pay the additional postage required, the letter must be endorsed “SHORTPAID— 
SURFACE MEANS” and then treated in every respect as if it were posted for transmission by 
surface means. 


3. REGISTERED ITEMS: An unpaid or insufficiently prepaid registered item of sur— 
face mail must be sent forward by Registered pest taxed the amount of the deficiency in postage 
and/or Registration. In this case only the amount of the deficiency is charged, not double the 
deficiency. : 


Registered airmail items are treated in th> same manner as ordinary airmail items. 


4. PRINTED MATTER: Newspapers, Periodicals, Printed Matter, Commercial Papers, 
Samples and Small Packets upon which no postage whatever has been prepaid must not be 
forwarded but must be returned to the sender, if the sender is known, endorsed “Returned ior 
Postage” or sent to the Dead Letter Office, St. John’s, endorsed “No Prepayment—Sender not 
Known” i? the sender is not known. 


Provided at least one cent has been paid these items must be sent forward taxed double 
the deficiency. ; 


5. PARCELS: A parcel which is unpaid or insufficiently prepaid must NOT be forwarded. 
It must be held and the sender notified as to the additional postage due. Should the sender 
refuse to pay the additional postage the parcel must be returned to him endorsed “Returned— 
Sender Refuses Postage.’”’ The postage, if any paid when the parcel is posted must not be re- 
funded and the postage stamps affixed to the parcel must be cancelled. Should the sender not 
be known the parcel must be sent to the Parcel Post Exchange Office at St. John’s endorsed 
“Short Paid—Sender Unknown” 


If a parcel is observed in transit to be short paid, the officer observing it must note the 
name and address of the sender, the name and address o- the addressee, the office where posted, 
the date of posting, the postage paid, the weight of the parcel and the postage due to be paid. 
He must endorse the parcel “Short Postage observed and noted” and let it go forward. The full 
particulars must be reported to the Chief Accountant who will instruct the Postmaster at fault to 
collect the deficiency from the sender or make it good himself. Parcels must not be taxed. 


TRANSFER OF MAILS, D.F. 1506 


Considerable carelessness is evidenced in the trans‘er of mails and a number of cases have 
come to light in which over-carrying and misrouting of bags of mail have escaped attention for 
lengthy periods due to failure to use or to properly treat the ‘‘Transfer Memorandum of Mails” 


—T 
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(Form 1268). This form may properly be described as the most important used in connection 
with the despatch and receipt of mails as witho it it the loss or theft of a bag of mail will pro- 
bably escape detection until the sender or addr :ssee of one of the items enclosed makes an 
enquiry. Normally a considerable period of time will elapse before such an enquiry is made and, 
as a result, it is most difficult to determine where the loss occurred and to discover the party or 
parties directly responsible. 

It is essential that a Transfer Memorandum be prepared in respect ot every despatch of 
mail. The Transfer Memorandum must be prepared in duplicate addressed to the R.P.O. or Post 
Office to which the despatch of mail is being made. On it must be listed all the bags which will 
be taken delivery of by that office, the office of origin and ultimate destination being shown in 
every case (see specimen below). After completion the Transfer Memorandum must be signed 
and date stamped, one copy placed on file, and the other folded neatly and tied securely to one of 
the bags. When a number of mails are to be distributed to the different offices by one direct 
courier despatch, the Transfer Memorandum must be addressed to,the courier as if he were the 
la, Te (©).

Examniation of Telegrams for Evidence of Transmission 


Owing to ‘ailures in the transmission of teelegrams it is found necessary to repeat the re- 
Sulation governing the examination of telegrams for evidence of transmission, etc., and strict 
attention is again called to these regulations, particularly to the following extracts:— 

1, A regular intervals (hourly if possible) the “sent” files should be inspected to ascertain if 

all telegrams sent since last inspection bear proper evidence of transmission. 

The numbers on telegrams sent and received are to be examined to see that none are miss- 

ing and that any errors discovered are corrected. 

3. Numbers are to be compared daily between offices at closing. 

4. If through any unavoidable cause numbers cannot be exchanged on the date of transmission 
comparison must be made on the following morning.

A new counterfeit $5 Federal Reserve note bearing a green Treasury seal, and the insignia 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago, Ill. It bears check letter “D,” faceplate No. 173, back- 
plate No. 1731, and series 1934B. Seal and serial No. G21634815A are printed in bright green. 
Note bears facsimile signatures of W. A. Julian and Fred M. Vinson. The “i” in Julian is not 
dotted and the flourist at the bottom of the “M” in Vinson facsimile is heavily printed, giving ap- 
pearance of a black smudge. Lathework on back is poor and one-eighth inch of area under pil- 
lars on Lincoln Memorial is white, without steps. 


A new counterfeit $5 silver certificate bearing a blue Treasury seal. It bears check letter 
“I,” faceplate No. 1933, backplate No. 1638, and series 1934C. A deceptive production on one 
piece of good bond paper. Serial No. L68245654A appears on the specimen at hand. Treasury seal, 
in dark blue, shows evidence of hand work and letter “u” in word “Thesaur” is noticeably dis- 
torted.

The Treasury seal and serial number (G08174193A) are 
printed in a faded green. Difficult to distinguish characteristics in seal. Note carries facsimile 
signatures of W. A. Julian and Henry Morgenthau, Jr. The upward curve of the bottom of 
check letter ‘“‘C” is missing on specimen at hand. Sky effect on back of note is almost wholly 
lost.

C.0-D. Parcels : 


Many enquiries on C.O.D. Parcels are due to the fact that Postmasters are careless in the 
preparation of Money Orders issued to cover. Several cases have come to light where Post- 
masters have issued Money Orders in favour of persons other than the sender of the Parcel. For 
example: Recently this Department was advised by James Baird Limited that they had receiv- 
ed a Money Order to cover a certain C.O.D. which had not been mailed by them. Enquiry 
revealed that this order should have been made payable to J. M. Devine. Carelessness of this 
nature causes considerable inconvenience to the sender of the parcels in addition to unnecessary 
work in the Inspection Branch and all Postmasters must exercise greater care when issuing 
Money Orders to cover C.O.D. parcels. 


Date Stamps 


Money Order offices are supplied with rubber date stamps for use on Money Orders only 


but it has been noted that in a number of cases Postmasters are jn the habi sin rub- 
ber stamps for the purpose of defacing Postage Stamps on mail matter.

The United States Secret Service, Treasury Department, has announced the discovery of 
the following four new counterfeit Federal Reserve notes in circulation: 


A new counterfeit $5 Federal Reserve note bears a green Treasury seal, and the insignia 
of the Federal] Reserve Bank of Chicago, Ill. It bears check letter “C” face plate number 226 
back plate number 1638, and series 1934 C. This note is deceptive. Specimen note bears serial 
number G78656524B in which the prefix “‘G”’ istoo large and not the type of letter which appears 
on genuine notes. In the Treasury seal “U” in Thesaur is narrow and distorted. The note bears 
facsimile signatures of W. A. Julian and John W. Snyder. The paper shows no evidence of 
colored fibre. 


A new counterfeit $10 Federal Reserve note bears a green Treasury seal, and the insignia 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of San Francisco, Calif. It bears check letter “B,”’ face plate 
number 281, back plate number 1163, and series 1934C. In the background in the Hamilton por- 
trait it is impossible to distinguish the back’ and shoulder line in right-hand portion of. the oval. 
Treasury seal and serial numbers are not colored. Numerals are apparently transferred to 
multilith plate from the pattern note and printed in black. Last digit and suffix letter in upper 
right number are barely visible. Back of note is printed in a very bright green which should 
attract immediate attention and sky above the Treasury Building is barely visible. Facsimile 
signatures of W. A. Julian and John W. Snyder. Serial No. L78169154B. 


A new counterfeit $100 Federal Reserve note bears a green Treasury seal, and the insig- 
nia of the Federal Bank of San Francisco, Calif. It bears a check letter “A” face plate number 
2, back plate number 100 and series 1834. In specimen at hand, the right eye (at examiner’s 
jeft) in Franklin portrait is whiter than the left and more pronounced, almost giving appearance 
of a cataract. Cross-ruled background is flecked with tiny white specks. Seal and serial number 
1.04836511A are well executed in yellowish green closely approximating that used in genuine. 
Facsimile signatures of W. A. Julian and Henry Morgenthau Jr. Back of note is printed in dull 
green so lacking in contrasts that the over-all effect is that of a monotone.

I. has been observed that many Postmasters fuil to remove tne labels from mail bags be- 
fore returning them to the G.P.O. as empties. 
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Postmasters are requested to ensure that all labels are removed as soon as the bags are 
properly emptied and before return to St. John’s. 


_C.O.D. Parcels 


Many enquiries cn C.O.D. Parcels are due to the fact that Postmasters are careless in the 
preparation of Mcney Orders issued to cover. Several cases have come to light where Post- 
masters have issued Money Orders in favour of persons other than the sender of the Parcel. For 
example: Recently this Department was advised by James Baird Limited that they had received 
a Money Order to cover a certain C.O.D. which had not been mailed by them. Enquiry revealed 
that this order should have been made payable to J. M. Devine. Carelessness of this nature 
causes considerable inconvenience to the sender of the parcels in addition to unnecessary work in 


the Inspection Branch and all Postmasters must exercise greater care when issuing Money Orders 
to cover C.O.D. parcels. 


Date Stamps 


Money Order offices are supplied with rubber date stamps for use on Money Orders only 
but it has been noted that in a number of cases Postmasters are in the habit of using these hub- 
ber_ stamps for the purpose of defacing Postage Stamps on mai] matter, This is irregular and 
should be discontinued forthwith. Official steel date stamps are provided for cancelling postage 
stamps and should be used for this purpose at all times.

Netice of Counterfeit Currency 


Tae United States Secret Service, Treasury Department, has announced the discovery of 
the following three new counterfeit Federal Reserve notes in circulation: 

A new counterfeit $5 Federal Reserve note bears a green Treasury seal, and the insignia 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago, Ill. It bears check letter “C” face plate number 226 back 
plate number 1638, and series 1934 C. This note is deceptive. Specimen note bears serial num- 
ber G78656524B in which the prefix ‘‘G” is too large and not the type of letter which appears on 
genuine notes. In the Treasury seal “U” in Thesaur is narrcw and distorted. The note bears fas- 
smile signatures of W. A. Julian and John W. Snyder. The paper shows no evidence of colored 
fibre. 

A new counterfeit $10 Federal Reserve note bears a green Treasury seal, and the insignia 

of the Federal Reserve Bank of San Francisco Calif. It bears check letter ‘“B”, face plate num- 
ber 281, back plate number 1163, and series 1934C. In the background in the Hamilton portrait 
it is impossible to distinguish the back and shoulder iine in right-hand portion of the oval. Treas- 
ury seal and serial number are not colored. Numerals are apparently transferred to multilith 
plte from the pattern note and printed in black. Last digit and suffix letter in upper right num- 
ber are barely visible. Back of note is printed in a very bright green which should attract im- 
mediate attention and sky above the Treasury Building is barely visible. Facsmile signatures of 
W. A. Julian and John W. Snyder. Serious No. L78169154B. 
plate from the paitern noie and printed in black. note bears a green Treasury seal, and the insignia 
of the Federal Bank of San Francisco, Calif. It bears a check letter “A” face plate number 2, 
back plate number 100 and series 1834. In specimen at hand, the right eye (at examiner’s left) in 
Franklin portrait is whiter than the left and more pronounced, almost giving appearance of a 
cataract. Cross-ruled background is flecked with tiny white specks. Seal and serial number 
L04836511A are well executed in yellowish green closely approximating that used in genuine. 
Facsmile signatures of W. A. Julian and Henry Morgenthau Jr. Back of note is printed in dull 
green so lacking in conirasis that the over-all effect is that of a monotone. 
A new counterfeit $20. Federal Reserve no<e bearing a green Treasury seal and the in- 
signia of the Federal Nescrve Bank of Chicago, Ill. It bears check letter “G”’, face plate number 
90 back plate number 323. .nd series 1934A. It is difficult to distinguish lines of Jackson’s cheek 
(at examiners right) trom background. Shoulder and neck lines blend into cross*ruling. Speci- 
men carries serial nunioer G21900855A; facsmile signatures of W. A. Julian and Henry Mor- 
genthau, Jr. Back of note is dark green and very splotchy.

Duty Accounting, D.F. 4008 


In order that work in connection with accounting for Duty parcels may be made as simple 
as possible the procedure to be followed by Postmasters upon receipt of a parcel with no bill or 
upon non-receipt of a parcel listed on a bill has been reviewe. Previous instroctions given in this 
connection may be disregarded, the instructions given below MUST be followed in every detail. 

1. RECEIPT OF DUTY PARCELS WITH NO BILL: 

(a) Addressed for delivery from the Post Office at which it is received: If upon the receipt 
of a mail at a Fost Office, it is found that a Duty Parcel included in the mail is not 
listed on the Duty Bill, the parcel concerned must be carefully examined to ensure that 
it is intended for the Post Office which received it. If it is found that the parcel is 
due to be delivered from that Post Office, debit for it must be taken on the CHARGES 
side of the Duty Account Book. The entry must show the date the parcel was receiv- 
ed, the name and address of the addresee and the amount of duty charged. At the end 
of the accounting term these same details MUST be entered at Space ‘“‘A” on the back 
of the Duty Account. 

(b) Addressed for delivery from a Post Ofice other than that at which it is received: If 
a Duty Parcel intended for another Post Office is received and not listed on a Duty 
Bill it must be sent forward by first mail to its proper destination. The parcel must 
be registered. A telegram must be sent to the Head Postmaster, St. John’s and to 
tne Postmaster at the office of destination of the parcel in the following form:

(Name and address) 
on this office stop parcel going forward to destination next mail under register No 
Such parcels must not be entered in the Duty Account Book or on the Duty Account 
to Head Office. 
2. NON-RECEIPT OF PARCEL LISTED ON BILL: 

If upon receipt of a mail it is found that one or more of the parcels listed on a Duty Bill 

has not been received, the total amount of the Duty Bill must be debited on the CHARGES 

side of the Duty Account Book. If at the end of the Accounting term the parcel has still 
not been received credit must be taken on the CREDITS side of the Duty Account 

Book and at OTHER CREDITS on the Duty Account to Head Office as follows:

Post Office, the nearest Money Order Office and the nearest or connecting Telegraph Office 
to each. Pastmasters should examine this list and report any errors or omissions.

BIRTH AND MEDICAL CERTIFICATES, D.F. 3001 


All appointees to the Civil Service are required to furnish a birth certificate and a certificate 
of medical fitness on appointment. Officials, who have not already furnished these certificates, 
should attend to this matter immediately. 

Birta certificates will be returned under registered cover as soon as they have been entered 
in the records and checked by the Auditor. 

If it is impossible to obtain a birth certificate, every effort should be made to produce a 
baptismal certificate which should show the date of birth, and if that too, for any reason 13 
impossible a sworn declaration should be comp !eted before a Justice of the Peace, Magistrate or 
Clergyman. It must be understood that the sworn form will only be accepted where it is 
impossible to obtain a birth certificate.

C.0.D. PARCELS 


The following points should be borne in mind in respect of C.O.D. parcels:— 


Cl) On acceptance all four parts of the tag should be care‘ully examined to ensure that all 
particulars have been filled in on each part and that each part agrees in every detail. 


(2) Parcels may only be transacted between Money Order Offices only and C.O.D. parcels ten- 
dered for mailing and directed toa non Money Order Office must be refused and the sender 


advised of the nearest Money Order Office. It is the duty of accepting Clerks to observe this 
regulation carefully. 


(8) C.O.D. parcels must not be held on hand in excess of ten days after due notification has been 
given to the addressee. If delivery is not affected within this period the parcel must be re- 
turned to the sender. If however the addressee requires an extension of the time limit the 
Postmaster should notify the C.O.D. Clerk, G.P.O. St. John’s, of the circumstances and 
request advice. 


(4) Under no circumstances should a C.O.D. be delivered to the addressee witnout first collect- 


ing the charges. Immediately the charges are collected a Money Order should be issued in 
favour of the sender. 


(5) Care must be exercised to ensure that the Money Order is made payable to the proper person. 
Considerable inconvenience has been caused by some Postmasters issuing Orders in respect 
of C.O.D. parcels to others than the sender: For example: Recently a Money Order was issued 
in favour of James Paird, Ltd., on a C.O.D. parcel mailed by J. M. Devine. Carelessness of this 
nature causes considerable correspondence and investigation by Head Office to adjust the 
error. 


ENQUIRIES ON INSURED ITEMS OF MAIL 


It is requested that when an enquiry is made in regard to an insured parcel the nature of 
the contents should be supplied in order to “tacilitate investigation. There is no space for this in- 
formation on Form 1411—‘‘Enquiry respecting a registered or Insured item of Mail’ but the in- 
formation should be supplied at the foot of the enquiry form. 


Postmasters will please supply this information in future. 


NEW COURIER BILLS 


The Courier Bill Form has been revised and now provides space for Head Office notations. 
This space must not be used by Postmasters or Couriers. 


Postmasters who have supplies of the old form on hand must use these forms before re- 
quisitioning for the new form.

Errors in Figures and Figure Words in Telegrams, D.F. 2414 


Attention is drawn to the regulation gover ning the transmsision of figures and figure words 
in telegrams which have appeared in several issues of the Post O:fice Circular. The regulations 
read, in part, as folows:— 

“Figures appearing in telegrams must be repeated in words at the end of a message by the 
sending operator and figure words repeated in figures. No excuse will be accepted for errors after 
this date.” 

As errors are still occurring it is obvious that the regulation which should be a sufficient 
safeguard against their recurrences is not being strictly followed and more drastic disciplinary 
action than heretofore taken against operators responsible, will have to be considered. Extreme 
care must be exercised in the case of telephone transmissions.

SORTING OF LETTERS FOR DESPATCH, D.F. 1506 


A great deal uenet eine work on the R.P.O.’s and of unnecessary double handling 
of letters, circulars and similar items is caused by the failure of Postmasters to properly assort 
their mail. The general rule in this connection is that, if there are for any one despatch more 
than five local letters and similar items for delivery from any one Post Office a separate bundle 
must_be made and double faced, that is, so tied that the addresses of both the top and bottom 


letters face outward. This rule is not observed. At far too many Post Offices no attempt 
whatsoever is made to sort letters, they are merely bundled and passed on to the R.P.O. for 
sorting. 


Every Postmaster knows or can easily learn the places for which letters are posted re- 
gularly at his office. Pigeon holes must be set aside for these places in the letter sorting cases 
and proper bundles prepared. 


Special attention must be given this matter by Postmasters at Post Offices despaching 
rqail direct to trains. R.P.O. Clerks will report the failure of Postmasters to comply.

TRANSFER OF MAILS, D.F. 1506 


Considerable carelessness is evidenced in the transfer of mails and a number of cases have 
come to light in Which over-carrying and misrouting of bags of mail have escaped attention for 
lengthy periods due to failure to use or to properly treat the ‘Transfer Memorandum of Mails” 
(Form 1268). This form may properly be described as the most important used in connection with 
the despatch and receipt of mails as without it the loss or theft of a bag of mail will probably 
escape detention until the sender or addressee of one o% the items enclosed makes an enquiry. 
Normally a considerable period of time will elapse before such an enquiry is made and, as a 
result, it is most difficult to determine where the loss occurred and to discover the party or 
parties directly responsible. 


It is essential that a Transfer Memorandum be prepared in respect of every despatch of 
mail. The Transfer Memorandum must be prepared in duplicate addressed to the R.P.O. or Post 
Office to which the despatch of mail is being made. On it must be listed all the bags which will 
be taken delivery of by that office, the o%fice of origin and ultimate destination being shown 
in every case. After completion the Transfer Memorandum must be signed and date Sea 
one copy placed on file, and the other folded neatly and tied securely to one of the bags. Wines 
a number of mails are to be distributed to the different offices by one direct courier despatch, the 


Transfer Memorandum must be addressed to the courier as if he were the R.P.O.

MAILS 
Sorting and Preparation of Mails for Despatch, D.F. 1506 


On page 1826 of the Post Office Circuiar of the 26th August, 1948 instructions were issued 
relative to the sorting of letters for despatch and on page 1802 of the Post Office Circular, of 
the 3rd June, 1948, the procedure to be followed in connection with the despatch of registered 
znd insured items of mail. These instructions should be studied in conjunction with the fol- 
lowing. 

Reports froin different R.P.O.s and T.P.O.s indicate that at Post Offices from which des- 
patehes are made to more than one R.P.O. or other Post Office mails are not properly sorted 
into the different bags. For example certain Post Offices on the main line of Railway which 

lespatch mails to both eastbound and westbound express trains frequently enclose in the bag

labelled for one mails which should have been despatched to the other. Postmasters must see 
to it that mails are so sorted for despatch as tv ensure that they reach their destination at the 
earliest possible date by the quickest route. For example should the S.S. Baccalieu be at Cook's 
Hr. inward to St. John’s and the S.S Northern Ranger at Englee outward from St. John’s mail 
at Conche for points north of there and for St. Barbe District must be made up for despatch

Telegrams Subject to Delay Owing to Interruption 


It is noted that the regulation which stipulates that in the event of telegrams being subject 
to delay owing to interruption at any stage in their transmission, the remarks ‘delay line 
trouble” shall be transmitted after the check, is not being strictls adhered to. In future receiving 
operators will be held equally responsible for failures in respect of this essential regulation. 

The remarks must be transmitted in full; not merely the abbreviation D.L.T. 


Free Delivery of Telegrams 


The limit of free delivery of telegrams is as follows, where there is no Messenger telegrams 
shall be delivered by the Postmaster within a radius of one mile from the office. Where there is 
a messenger the free delivery shall be within a radius of one and a half miles with the extension 
cf this distance left to the discretion of the Postmaster. 

Beyond these limits a telegram becomes liable to special delivery. Under certain circumstances 
a telegram may be delivered to a trustworthy chance or a request should be sent by chance to 
tne addressee to call and take delivery. : 

When a telegram is received for an addressee living outside the free delivery limit and no 
immediate possibility of free delivery presents itself, the office of origin should be notified of 
non-delivery promptly and of the cost of delivering by Special Messenger. 

In every case confirmation of delivery must be obtained.

It bears check letter ‘KX’, face plate No. 26, 
Fack plate No. 474, and series 1934 B. This note is printed on two sheets of fairly heavy paper, 
noticeably thick to the touch. In the light green Treasury seal the “L” in “SIGIL” is upside 
down and backwards. Light shading in the Jackson portrait and lack of strong contrasts gives 
tie face a pale appearance, and although the cross-ruled back-ground is well executed it tends 
to blend with the collar of the cloak at the shoulders. Serial No. E10723823A. Facsimile 
signatures of W. A. Julian and Fred M. Vinson. 


A new counterfeit $10 Federal Reserve nct2 bears a green Treasury seal, and the in- 
s-gnia of the Federal Reserve Bank of San Francisco, Calif.

SEMI-ANNUAL STATISTICS 


The semi-Annual Statistics will be taken during the month of November commencing on 
the Ist. and ending on the 30th. Postmasters will note that the form for reporting statistics have 
been changed and the new form No, 1392 must be used. This form must be completed on both 
sides. It will be noted that the Report is divided into three sections, i.e. Section A deals with 
ordinary items of mail handled during the statistical period, Section B deals with Stamps, Mis- 
cellaneous, Money Order and Saving Bank transactions completed during the six months period. 
For this section Postmasters must report all items handled during the period Ist. June, 1948 to 
he 30th. November, 1948. Section C deals with recorded items of mail and Telegrams handled 
during the statistical period that is from the Ist. November to the 30th. November. 


All offices have been supplied with these forms, together with instructions and all Posi- 
masters are requested to study carefully the form and the instructions before making any entries. 


The information required on these forms is essential and all officials are requested to at- 
tend to the taking of statistics. 


DOG LICENCES 


By agreement between the Department cf Posts and Telesraphs and the Denartment of 
Natural Resources it has been arranged to have the licensing of dogs on the Avalon and Burin 
Peninsulas carried out by the Post Office Officials cr a commission basis. 


Between November Ist. and 8th. a supply of Gog tags and licences will be forwarded to all 
Post Offices within the defined areas. 


When the dogs are being licensed all information which is printed on licence forms must 
be filled in. It is most important to have the correct tag number of the licence. Licence num- 
bers and tags should be issued in the order in which they are received beginning at the lowest 
number. 

The information to be listed on licences will be as follows: 

(1) Owner’s name and address. 

(2) The sex of each dog to be licenced. 

(3) Correct number of tag being issued whether male or female. 

(4) The cost of licence. 

(5) The breed, colour, age, approximate weight and distinguishing marks of the dog. 


Fees to be charged in different areas will be advised when tags and licences are for- 
warded from the Department of Natural Resources.

Telegrams Subject to Delay Owing to Interruption 


It is noted that the regulation which stipulates that in the event of telegrams being subject 
to delay owing to interruption at any stage in their transmission, the remarks “delay line 
trouble” shall be transmitted after the check, is not being strictly adhered to. In future receiv- 
ing operators will be held equally responsible for failures in respect of this essential regulation, 

The remarks must be transmitted in full; not merely the abbreviation D,L.T. 


Errors in Figures and Figure Words in Telegrams, D.F. 2414 


Attention is drawn to the regulation governing the transmission of figures and figure words 
in telegrams which have appeared in several issues of the Post Office Circular. The regulations 
read, in part, as follows:— 


“Figures appearing in telegrams must be repeated in words at the end of a message by the 
sending operator and figure words repeated in figures. No excuse will be accepted for errors 
after this date.” 


As errors are still occurring it is obvious that the regulation which should be a sufficient 
safeguard against their recurrence is not being strictly followed and more drastic disciplinary 
action than heretofore taken against operators responsible, will have to be considered. Extreme 
care must be exercised in the case of telephone transmissions. 


Service Messages Respecting Telegrams 


Attention is again called to the necessity for replying promptly to service message equiries 
respecting telegrams transmitted. 
: Service messages generally result from incomplete or incorrect service and in consequence 
it is essential that they should be handled with the utmost promptness.
